Use As Targets 
Deliberately using living trees as 
targets by discharging rifle bullets 
into their trunks is also a violation 
of the state forest rules. 
Circular saws in a m odern saw* 
mill may operate at speeds as high

travel. T he centrifugal force and 
tension of these thin saw s are very 
great and upon strikin/r an object, 
such as a spike or steel bullet in the 
wood they may break or

ests and waters earnestly seeks their 
co-operation in the enforcem ent of 
the forest protection laws.”

North Carolina, 
if he could supply IO carloads of 
wheat, an indication, he said, that 
good wheat is scarce and th at a 
rising scale of prices is in prospect 
as the winter wears on, 
No Accurate Estimate 
Reports as to the volume of wheat 
held by farmers in Adams county 
differ, but it is believed that those 
who hold their crops and keep the 
grain free from moth and other 
damaging insects will receive fair­ 
ly good prices during the winter. 
Local warehousemen report, how­ 
ever, th a t much of the wheat being 
stored in granaries is in bad con­ 
dition. and should be treated against 
moth, sm ut and other factors th a t 
minimize against a top price for the 
grain. 
The wheat crop in Adams county 
was exceptionally large 
this year 
with the result that although the 
present price is somewhat under last 
year’s fall figure, the return in dol­ 
lars and cents will be almost as 
great as last year. 
Wheat For Export 
Considerable wheat Is being pur­ 
chased in the United States for ex­ 
port for the first time 
in many 
months, which is an encouraging 
sign for wheat growers in this coun­ 
try. 
The acreage of winter wheat sown 
in Adams county this fall is some­ 
what under the average, according 
to reports, a number of the farm ­ 
ers abiding by the advice of the 
farm board to reduce their acreage 
for 1932 as a measure toward boost- 
mg the price next year. 
Businessmen 
throughout 
the 
country 
were 
anxiously 
awaiting 
higher prices for wheat and other 
farm crops to help retail sales, and 
the current boost for grain is re­ 
garded a favorable factor for better 
business.

THE NERVOUS CHILD 
We approach the study of the 
nervous child in the conviction that 
it can profit us and the child. 
It Is assumed that by knowing the 
typical signs and symptoms which 
characterize the constitution and the 
behavior of the nervous child we w'ill 
be enabled to recognize it early, and 
to institute measures to safeguard 
and protect it. 
In a measure this is a large as­ 
sumption not granted by all psychia­ 
trists. 
The disagreement centers about 
the relative importance of inherent 
constitutional weaknesses and of the 
stress to which the child is subject­ 
ed. 
It is in a sense a specific Instance 
in the old argument on heredity and 
environment. 
If 
an 
inherent 
constitutional 
weakness inevitably predisposes the 
child to serious mental and nervous 
disorders, then our hope lies in eu­ 
genics and the exclusion of the con­ 
stitutionally unfit from the privi­ 
leges of parenthood. 
On the other hand, as Professor 
Terman says, ‘unfavorable heredity 
is, after all, only the inheritance

of a tendency. 
"Whether the evil made possible 
by heredity materializes probably 
depends in a majority of cases upon 
what we may call accidental factors 
of environment.” 
The majority of thr authorities 
on mental diseases arid on mental 
hygiene would probably agree. 
The deduction to be drawn, there­ 
fore, are that by recognizing the 
nervous child early in Its life, by 
shielding 
it 
agais&t 
unnecessary 
and excessive strains of a physical 
and nervous nature, and by educat­ 
ing it properly in control and exer­ 
cise of its emotional and volitional 
functions, it may be spared from 
mental disease and nervous disor­ 
ders. 
This is a rational viewpoist on 
the problem of tile nervous child 
and one that enables us to escape 
from the fatalism of the extreme be­ 
lievers in the hereditary forces as a 
cause of mental and nervous disor­ 
ders.

Pinchot Announces Plan 
Give All Men Out Of 
Work Quarters. 


To 


Harrisburg, Oct. 29 (AP)—Relief 
camps for able bodied men who are 
unemployed to be 
financed 
from 
state funds will be established In 
Pennsylvania in the 
near 
future 
Governor Pinchot said Wednesday. 
“I am preparing to establish re­ 
lief camps under canvas for road­ 
work to which any able bodied citi­ 
zen of Pennsylvania can 
go 
and 
find a job, including a 
place 
to 
sleep and three meals a day. Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot said. 
"Thus so long 
as the money lasts, no man able to 
work need be forced to starve or 
accept charity without making a re­ 
turn.” 
The governor explained that his 
plan does not provide for all the 
able bodied men among the 900.000 
in Pennsylvania 
as it is expected 
that only a portion of this number 
will take advantage of tile oppor­ 
tunity. 
"Money enough for regular wages 
can be found at first,” 
the 
gov­ 
ernor said. "So long as that can be 
done with the funds available, the 
going rate of wages less mainten­ 
ance will be paid, but a point may 
be reached when this will be no 
longer possible. In that case, relief 
will be given to the limit 
of 
the 
state’s ability. These camps will be 
established in the regions where the 
need is most pressing." 


IDENTIFY WRECK OF 
PLANE NEAR UNIONTOWN 
Uniontown, Oct. 29 (AP).—Mys­ 
tery which surrounded the finding 
of the burned wrecxage of an air­ 
plane on an isolated mountain top 
near here Wednesday, was cleared 
up Wednesday night when a check 
revealed the plane crashed May 21, 
1923, injuring two army fliers. The 
craft was not salvaged at the time 
because it was too badly damaged 
by the fall and by fire.

profit, and are carried in stock sim­ 
ply to accommodate customers who 
expect to find everything under one 
roof. 
As purely accommodation items 
cigarets frequently take the heavi­ 
est price swats in the constant war­ 
fare between the large stores. 


In one of these places, for the 
greater part of the day, the price on 
a carton of any one of the more 
popular brands stood at 59 cents! 
When one of these consequential 
price dips occurs, small dealers en­ 
list their families and friends to 
shop for them.

BARTER AGAIN 


S m a l l Communities F i n d 
Trading Has Its Value 
In Getting Value. 


Harrisburg, Oct. 
29 
<AP».—The 
£fty& of barter have returned to 
Pennsylvania farm s this fall, with 
many farm ers trading their prod­ 
ucts for w hat they need. 
M erchants in some of the sm aller 
towns of the state have begun ad ­ 
vertising their return to the "trade" 
idea, and tradesm en have not been 
slow to take advantage of oppor­ 
tunities to obtain wages in edibles 
and other products which they can 
convert into cash. 
At Bloomsburg one painter re­ 
ported taking potatoes for painting 
a barn roof and an electrician took 
chickens for wiring a barn, both de­ 
claring they preferred th a t to re­ 
m aining in idleness for some days. 
Several carpenters also have re­ 
ceived potatoes for their work in 
making 
needed 
repairs 
to 
farm 
buildings. 
Until the last decade, money was 
rather scarce on thousands of farm s 
about the state, and it was custo­ 
mary for the farm er to m arket his 
butter, eggs, fruit and a consider­ 
able part of his produce at a "gen­ 
eral'’ store. 
In return, instead of 


money, he received a ‘ due bill" or 
credit slip against which he made 
his purchases until he had other 
goods to be m arketed and got other 
due bills. 
There were some rural districts 
in the state, before the war, where 
due bills were so plentiful and cash 
so scarce that they became recog­ 
nized as legal tender. 
Hired hands 
sometimes were paid with them and 
they became negotiable in the same 
m anner as checks when properly en ­ 
dorsed. 
Some of the m erchants who for­ 
merly did a large business in due 
bills began paying cash for farm 
products a few years ago. but they

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Most Persons Marry Between 
Ages Of 20 And 24 In State 


Harrisburg Oct. 29 (AP).—Penn- 
tvhanJans within the age period of 
20 and 24 years made the largest 
contribution to the state’s 1930 total 
of 65,143 marriages. 
Tram its analysis of the records of 
last year, the bureau of vital sta­ 
tistics concludes that both young 
men and young women are most 
likely to embark upon matrimony 
during this age period. Outside of 
this period, however, the bureau 
finds that the sexes show different 
trends. For girls, the second largest 
group of marriages occurred 
be­ 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 years 
while among the men the runner-up 
group consisted of those between the 
ages of 25 and 29 
The combined group figures thus 
revealed that the great majority of 
Pennsylvania girls who married last 
year became wives between the ages 
of 15 and 24 years while the great­ 
er proportion of husbands were re­ 
cruited from the male population 
between the ages of 20 and 29 years. 
In its study of last year’s mar­ 
riage statistics, the bureau carried 
iii conclusions beyond the first mat­ 
rimonial 
ventures.

women, 
whose first marriages occur between 
the ages of 20 and 24, the most f re­ 
dout ut age for second marriage is 
iran 30 to 34. Third marriages fol­ 
low more often between the ages of 
45 and 49 years while a scattering 
of fourth marriages indicated great-

est possibilities between the ages of 
60 and 64. 
The bureau’s report 
noted also a fifty marriage in which 
a woman between the ages of 45 
and 49 was a party but ventured no 
formal conclusion on this instance. 
With the first marriage occurring 
mast frequently between the ages 
of 20 and 25, Pennsylvania men 
have a tendency to postpone the 
second venture until the 35-39 years 
period, the bureau says. Third mar­ 
riages ensure most frequently be­ 
tween the ages of 45 and 49 and 
the fourth effort, between the years 
of 65 and 74 years.
